ALDRICH BILL 
IN BRIEF 

Statement Of Changes 
Made by New Tariff Law. 

Some Rates Raised Others are 
Lowered — As A Whole Meas- 
ure Unsatisfoctory. 

The Aldrich bill offers a cor|*>ra- 
tlon tax of 2 per cent, on the divi- 
dends of corporations having profits 
of more than $i,000 for the graduat- 
ed income lax carried in the Payne 
hill. 

It rearranges the maximum and mini- 
mum features of the bill under which 
low tariffs can be given to nations 
favoring trade of this country. 

Aldrich pro|»uses a customs court 
of appeals for review of contested 
cutti ms cases whose decision shall 
he final. 

Aldrich submit* a re-draft of the In- 
ternal revenue tobacco tax laws, in- 
creasing the duties on snuffs, toUic- 
co and cigars i rum 20 to 50 per cent. 

The Payne drawback provision al- 
lowed on luanutarlured articles from 
imported raw material Is rejected. 
Aldrich submits the Itlngley plan, but 
throws It into ooiilervnce for modi- 
fication. 

A duty of 15 per cent. Is placed on 
hides.

Oeneral wonder is expressed that 
the "daylight” bill In charge of Con- 
gressman Paters, at Washington, has 
never been thought of before. When 
understood it will be considered an 
lnnovatlln of great Importance. While 
being freely discussed changes and t 
Improvements are incorporated In the I 
plajis. The latest bill’ introduced inf 
the English Parliament has been

We should emancipate our- 
selves and live, labor ^and enjoy by 
the natural, or sun, time.i f we adopt- 
ed the plans proposed In Great Brit- 
ain.— C. W. Hall, In the National Mug 
zlne for July.

Conditions That Maks Possible This 
Beautiful Illusion. 

About that natural phenomenon, the 
mirage, much mystery clung In days 
of old. but science explains It as read- 
ily ns ths rainbow. 

The fata morgana of the strait of 
Messina and the specter of the Brock- 
en were nothing more In sober reality 
than mere mirage. 

A mirage may occur at any place 
where the denser stratum of air Is 
placed above the lighter stratum, thus 
refracting the rays of light, the com- 
mon surface of the two stratums act- 
ing as a mirror. 

In looming mirages distant objects 
show an extravagant Increase "In ver- 
tical height without alteratlou In 
breadth. Distant hummoc.cs of Ice are 
thus magnified Into Immense towers 
and pinnacles, and a ship Is sometimes 
abnormally drawn out until it appears 
twelve or thirteen times as high as it 
Is long. Rocks are seen drawn up to 
ten or twelve times their proner 
height. Houses ns well as human l>c- 
Ings and animals appear In like exag- 
gerated shape. 

Another form of mirage Is when a 
ship or some other object near the 
water seems greatly elongated and a 
second Inverted Imaga meets It from 
above. 

Sometimes the proper Image of the 
object Is elevated far above the sea. 
while the second Image strangely n|>- 
pears Inverted beneath It. the whole 
surrounded by a aheet of sky which Is 
mirrored and repeated within It. 

In 1882 In the nretlo region Captain 
Scoresby recognised by Its Inverted 
Image In the air his fath°r’s ship, the 
Fame, which afterward proved to lie 
seventeen miles beyond the risible ho- 
rizon of hts observation. 

One August evening In 1806 Dr 
Vince saw from Ramsgate, at which 
place only the tops of Dover castle 
towers are usually visible, the whole 
of the castle. It appeared at though 
lifted up and bodily placed on the near 
side of the Intervening bill. So per- 
fect was this Illusion that the bill It- 
self actually could not be seen through 
the figure. 

Some forms of mirage ire lateral n# 
well ns vertical, arising from unequal 
density of two contiguous vertical bod- 
ies of air. Thua on Lake Geneva a 
boat baa been seen double, the two 
Images Rome distance apart. 

I'ersons have been duplicated In the 
same way. Any one on a hot day by 
placing bis eye near to a heated wall 
may see lateral mirages of objects at 
a distance and nearly on a line with 
the wull. 

Mirages are very frequent on des- 
erts or the large sandy plalus which 
abound In thp southwestern states trad 
territories. Many a panting wagon 
train has pushed on in Joyous haste 
at the sight of a green grove or limpid 
lake, only to be cruelly disappointed at 
the fading away of the vision. Is it 
any wonder that the natives and In- 
dians regard the phenomenon as the 
work of evil and tantalizing spirits? 

Lake Ontario is famous for beauti- 
ful and wonderful mirages, durlug 
which llie opposite shore of the lake 
la plainly visible from either side.— 
Pearson's.

Fordsville, Ky„ July 19.— As the re- 
sult of a fight over a crap game, 
which look place Friday night, one 
negro is at the point of d-jath with 
no chance to live, and two other ne- 
groes are seriously wounded. The 
fight took place at Mitchell, Ky., a 
railroad camp a mile from Fordsville. 
The authorities have sent telegrams 
all over the state describing John 
Henry, the negro who did the shoot- 
in. None of the other negroes' names 
could be learned. 

The negroes were employed In the 
work of ballasting the M., H. and E. 
railroad near Fordsville. In an ar- 
gument over a crap game the Taylor 
negro took out his pistol and fired 
into the crowd, shooting one negro 
through the head. The bullet went 
through his brains, and when Dr. De- 
IVeese of Fordsville arrived, the ne- 
gro's brains had oozed out of his 
head. One of the negroes was shot 
In the shoulder and the other one shot 
in the leg. Neither of the latter is 
seriously hurt. The negro who did 
the shooting is a new negro in the 
cantp, only having been there one 
day. The mortally wounded negro 
is only about seventeen years old 
and came to Fardsville front Alabama, 
hut his name could not be learned.

WORK OF THE DISPATCHER 



This Official Has a Complicated Task 

In Putting ths Special Through 

Without Interfering With the Run- 
ning Time of Other Fast Trains. 

Supfiose you wished to take a specln’ 
trip to any plnee on the map and the 
hour of your sudden resolution wns 2 
a. in. The chances are against know- 
lng how to makp this masterly move 
at such an unearthly hour, to say noth- 
ing of knowing how to go about tt 
during the hours of business. It lx 
easier than the unltlated possibly may 
lielleve. Of course^the principal thing 
Is money, the thing that makes both 
the mare and the s|ieclnl train go. 

The train dispatcher Is the offlclu, 
who can start the train while his supe- 
riors are asleep and when a wild eyed 
man who has a race against death to 
make halfvay across the routliieut 
(lashes into the station looking for a 
train that will make the distance on Its 
own schedule. What the chief dis- 
patcher wa"ts to be sure aliout is the 
identity of the applicant for the un- 
usual privilege and In this connection 
whether he Is able to pay for a spe- 
cial. 

Five thousand dollars la bills will 
make the dispatcher feel very much 
like ordering out tbe train. A deposit 
of that amount In his hands will un- 
doubtedly bring the train out In a few 
minutes after the order Is given. Some- 
times a call on the telephone to the 
residence of a well known citizen who 
says he will tie res|smsllile for the cost 
of the train will answer the require- 
ments of the dispatcher, or the check 
of the applicant. If bp Is u well known 
citizen, Is a sufficient guarantee. It 
ran lie made large enough to cover thp 
hill for the special. 

In the case of a wenlthy man who 
will let nothing stand In the way of 
nceomplUhiiig his purpose the rest of 
the train is not a previous considera- 
tion. He simply wants^q get to a cor 
tain point at a certaijgimo. Getting 
there on time Is the up|ieruiost though: 
In his mind. He paces restlessly np 
and down the platform nntll the train 
backs Into fie station or on to the sid- 
ing where he Is notified it may be wait 
lng for him. Unless he stipulates that 
a private car lie used In the train he 
will get a Ibillman all by himself or 
those who accompany him. The use of 
a private car costs more, but is pre- 
ferred by the wealthy patron. When 
everything Is ready for embarking the 
work of the dispatcher has Just begun 

This official must put the special 
through without Interrupting seriously 
the running time of other fast trains 
It takes seine ticklish work, for the 
other trnlm must I* “cut out" on side 
tracks Just before the special Is to 
pass. In this way the schedules of the 
other trains are not broken more than 
a few minutes. The special dashes 
past on the tight of way. and the regn 
lar fast train follows it. Freight train- 
using the s.. me trm k are apt to lie on 
the sidings long r than tile passengel.

pose. The best engineers obtainable 
nttd a. trustworthy conductor tire plac 
<-d In charge of the equipment of on< 
engine and one <air. for the running I 
at a rate of speed not undertaken In 
the passenger service. 

Vsuaily the extraor llnary pnssengei 
Is required to give the railway com 
puny some form of release from re- 
sponsibility for loss of life or Injury 
front accident due to what might he 
regarded under ordinary circumstances 
as a reckless speed, hut the man wh< 
is racing to see a loved wife or da ugh 
1 or or sou is 111 ways willing in take a 
greater risk than ut any other time In 
lilj existence. Hut not only Is his own 
l!n\ hut the lives of the train crew, la 
Jeopardy during a wild race over the 
mils. However, on such mi o'-easlon 
the whole crew Is Imbued with the 
excitement nml heroic nature of the 
/ast mission and contribute in ho 
way to the fulfillment of the errand. 

Thousands of dollars have been paid i 
by private citizens for Just such race j 
with death and sometimes where great ! 
financial crisis Is at stake. The rail- j 
way couipuuies, despite the large hono 
rarimii received for undertaking sum 
Journeys, are loath to accept*!* passen-' 
ger on these conditions. The crisis 
must he one that Involves remarkable 
stress of mind und money. Usually 
their acceptance of such great respon- 
sibility both to the single passenger 
as well as thousands of others who 
tnay he using tbe tracks at the same 
time Is governed by s great deal of 
sentiment.— t>L Louis Republic.

Aloes, the bnse of many nauseous 
medicines, may he seen In Its crude 
form as a solid muss resembling brown 
sealing wax. packed In heavy wooden 
boxes, from which It Is chipped out 
In flakes with u chisel and hammer.

One of the most Interesting of drugs 
Is oplntn. both on account of Its aw 
ful potency and by reason of Its great 
value. A case of opium., about 225 
pounds. Is worth $4d0 roughly. Tbe 
case Is of rough deal lined with tit 
and contains a number of soft, dark 
lumps, like large handfuls of dough 
packed very closely together In n 
quantity of dry. chaffy seeds. , 

The opium which reaches America 
Is of two qualities, (me for medicine, 
the other for smoking, and comes from 
Persia and Asia Minor. China and In- 
dia.— St. Louis Republic.
